" CUBA’S, NOT OURS. 


Supreme Court Decides That 
United States Has No 
Claim to Disputed 
Territory. 


HITS MANY AMERICANS, 


- 


Men Who Invested Their Money 
and Made Homes There 
Are in a Foreign 
Country.

Washington, D. C., April 8 —[Special.]—It 
was judicially decided by the Supreme court 
of the United States today that the Isle of 
Pines is now and always has been an integral 
part of the island of Cuba, so far as govern- 
ment relations are concerned, that it is foreign 
territory, that it does not belong to the United 
@tates, and that duties are properly levied 
gn goods coming from the Isle of Pines the 
game as from other parts of the republic of 


The decision was handed down by Chief 
Justice Fuller. It was concurred in as to its 
gubstance by the court unanimously, but 
Justices White and Holmes differed with the 
ether seven justices as to the course of rea- 
soning by which the conclusion was reached! 

This decision by the highest court of the 
United States apparently disposes of the 
question of the ownership of the Isle of Pines 
once and for all. The treaty between this 

. country and Cuba has not been ratified. Ow: 
ing tog¢he decision of the Supreme court it 
bardly needs to be ratified now, because both 
of other branches of the government. ex- 
—7 and legislative, are necessarily bound 
by the action of the court, and could take no 
action. to separate the Isle of Pines from 
the parent republic of Cuba except as an act 
of War. 

Cannot Regain Possession. 

So far as the United States is concerned, it 
has judicially yielded possession of the 
isiland-to Cuba, and it could not regain pos- 
Session except by force. 

This disposes of a troublesome question 
which has disturbed this country and Cuba 
slmost ever since the Spanish war. There 
ere several hundred Americans on theIsle 
of Pines. There are several thousand Amer- 
fean citizens who were induced to buy prop- 
erty in the island under the belief that it 
was territory of the United States, and that 
i was to be treated in the same way as 


_ Porto Rico. None of these people ought to 


lose their property rights merely because 
the ownership of the island has been judicia]- 
‘Iydetermined to be with Cuba. 

The Cuban government unquestionably 
will treat the people of the Isle of Pines de- 
ently if there ever is another Cuban gO0V- 

@ament. If they do not, it will be time 
ye for the United States toJnterfere.

Dates to Treaty of Peace. 

This dispute over the ownership of the 
Isle of Pines dates back to the treaty of peace 
‘Which was negotiated at Paris after the war 
‘With Spain. This treaty provided in article 1, 
‘hat “Spain relinquishes claim of sover- 


-@ignty over and title toCuba.” In the second 


article of the treaty it was provided that 
.” Spain cedes to the United States the island 
ef Porto Rico and other islands under Span- 
Meh sovereignty in the West Indies, and the 
Asiand of Guam in the Marianas or Ladrones.” 
The Philippines were disposed of in a sep- 
Grate paragraph. 

If this treaty is read with a strict construc- 
tion and without understanding any of the 
fongitions which surrounded its negotia- 
tion, most people would hold that the Isle of 
Pines was ceded direct to the United States, 
because it undoubtedly is a separate island, 
Separated by a large stretch of water about 
thirty miles in width from the main island of 
Cuba. When the treaty of peace was nego- 
Mated, however, it was the intention of the 
@athorities of the United Sates, who had just 
@oncluded a successful war against Spain, 
te take Porto Rico, Guam, and the Philip- 
pines as the territory of the United States. 
Congress had pledged itself in what was 
known as the Teller amendment, which was 
Dassed before the opening Of the war, not 
te take permanent possession of Cuba.

, Was that Spain should “cede” 
Porto Rico and some small islands 
Which surrounded it, Guam, and the Phi..ip-

COCAINE DRIVES 


Former Prominent Physician, 
Victim of Baleful Drug, 
Ends Life with Car- - 
bolic Acid. 


PITIFUL STORY OF RUIN. 


Entire Doser Family Is Enslaved; 
Boy Takes Poison, and Stens- 
land Bank Victim 
Shoots Self. 


Cocaine gave one of its most Impressive 
lessons yesterday in the suicide of a phy- 
siclan, formerly well known and respected 
through the north shore district but dragged 
down to woe and ruin by the use of the drug. 

The day was productive of three suidides, in 
fact, all out of the ordinary and all carry- 
ing more than the usual burden of sorrow. 
One was this of the cocaine using physician, 
another was the case of a young man who 
was humiliated by imprisonment in the bride- 
well for a small theft, and still another was 
the case of a victim of the Stensiand bank, 
worried by his losses. 

Two other men attempted suicide. One of 
these had escaped from Dunning, where he 
was confined for three years, his mind having 
given way as the result of excessive drinking. 
He tried to burn himself to death and then 
to drown himeelf. , 


The Suicides. 

DOSER, DR. WILIBALD, Gross Point, formerly 
well known practitioner, drank carbolic acid and 
killed himself after ruining, himself and his 
family by the cocaine habit. 


EVANS, HAYDEN, 20 years old, 5481 Honoré 
street, died from the effects of poison taken two 
hours before news of his pardon reached bride- 
well, where he was confined for stealing $2 worth 
of bacon from Swift & Co. Suicide the result of 
humiliation and consequent insanity. 

GORT, WILLIAM, 60 years old, 533 Washburne 
avenue, victim of Stensiand bank failure, shot 
and killed himself. 


Attempts at Suicide. 

McCAFFERY, CHARLES, 38 years old, wealthy 
stockman of Battle Creek, Mich.; arrested while 
seeking to end his life in a saloon at Harrison 
and Desplaines streets. 

SHEEHAN, PATRICK, 47 years oli, ex-police- 
man, escaped for third time in a week from Dyn- 
ning /insane hospital; tried to burn himself to 
death, and then jumped tnto Chicago river, from 
which he was rescued. , 


Home Wrecked by Drug. 

The suicide of Dr. Doser was the climax of 
years of tragedy, in which was involved 
the curse of a habit passed from husband 
to wife, from parents to children, wrecking 
their home and their lives. Dr. Doser was 
once well known In Gross Point, Schermer- 
ville, and other villages lying just west of the 
north shore suburbs. His death was care- 
fully planned and executed...His.bedy.. was 
found late in the afternoon in a wooded spot 
near the northern limite of Evanston close 
to the boundaries of Wilmette, where his 
wife and oldest son were earning a meager 
living. 

Such an act alone startled the neighbor- 
hood, and@ theories of long illness, financial 
troubles, and other common causes for such 
a deed brought expressions of sympathy. 
But the reasons advanced by guess faded 
away when the details of the life of the 
Dosers became known. 


Story of Ruin Brought Out. 

Cocaine, first and last, cocaine—the habit 
broken by desperate resource to morphine 
and other opiates, but always returning 
stronger and more exacting than ever— 
was the one cause of one of the saddest of 
family lives exposed to the Chicago public 
press in years. It carries its own lesson 
pointing to the control of the sale of this 
drug and its compounds. 

The long story of the ruin of one and per- 
haps of seven lives began almost twenty 
years ago when Dr. Doser, fresh from a Gar- 
man university with his degree, went to 
Gross Point, a German settlement, to prac- 
tice his profession. Within a short time he 
wooed and won Miss Kate Lutiger, the 
daughter of a well to do farmer of the vil- 
lage, and the marriage was looked upon asa 
happy one. 

The bride, 17 years old, set to work with her 
husband to build up his practice, and his 
reputation among the people of his race, who 
were settled thickly in the neighboring 
towns, grew until he was looked on as an un- 
usually successful man. 

Children came and the home of the Dosers 
was a happy one. When that condition 
ceased cannot be determined. It was about 
two years ago that the father’s habit be- 
came known. Spells of exhilaration gave 
way to periods of melancholy and bad tem- 
per. Whisky was only an alleviant to those 
moods. e 


Compelled to Live in Tent. 

The home was given up and smaller quar- 
ters were eecured. No money was spent to 
replace those things that were worn out or 
broken, and by last spring the little house 
in Gross Point avenue was almost barren. 
Assistance from friends was not rejected 
but it alone could not feed, clothe, and shelter 
the father and mother and seven children, 
and in midsummer permission was secured 
for Dr. Doser to pitch a tent in a clump of 
evergreens near the Ridge road, known as 
‘the priest's woods,”’ as they were wupop 
parish grounds. 

Father John MHuerter, priest of St. Jo- 
seph’s Roman Catholic church, and other 
philanthropic persons attempted to brace 
the family against the destruction that 
threatened, but their efforts were of no 
avail. The father seemed helpless, the 


similar to that under which he suffered, 
and the first traits of the same curse had 
begun to show in some of the children, the 
eldest of whom was 12 at that tirne. . 


Children Become Vagabonds, 

Finally the family was idlé and listless, 
and the children refused to go to school on 
the plea that their clothing was unfit. They 
began to roam the streets. 

With the first snow the Gross Point vil- 
lage board took up the case in desperation. 
The county was called upon to Interfere, and 
Dr. Doser and his wife were sent to the poor 
farm at Dunning. The eldest child, Willie. 
went with them; Emilia, 12 years ol@, was 
sent to the Illinois Industrial School for 
Girls at. Evanston; John, 10 years old, to 
St. Mary’s Training school at Feehanville; 
and the youngest two. Anna and Kate, 6 
and 4 years old, to St. Vincent's Orphan 
asylum on Superior street, in Chicago, 

Gets Drugs to End His Life, 

The eldest boy ran away from Dunning, and 
in a short time his mother followed him and 
was given employment by charitable women 
of Wilmette. The father remained alone for

Three New Attempts to -Wreek 
Trains Make Terrorism Acute.

SEE ROBBERY AS MOTIVP. 


Pennsylvania’s President Decides to 
Aid in Person After Conference. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 8.—[Special.J— 
Three new attempts to destroy trains on the 
Pennsylvania system in the last thirty 
hours have resulted in heightening the alarm 
of the railroad’s officials and employés and 
have given fresh impetus to the elaborate 
man hunt started for the train wreckers. 

At the close of a secret conference held here 
today President McCrea of the Penn- 
sylvania started for Pittsburg to lead 
in person the operations against the 
train wreckers. This conference was called 
by President McCrea and attended by di- 
visional superintendents, General Manager 
Atterbury> heads of the railroad detective 
force, and Pinkerton officials. It was the 
revelations of the detectives that decided Mr. 
McCrea to come to the scene of operations 
and to lead the extraordinary measures pro- 
posed for the capture of the wreckers. 

The first thing the detectives reported was 
that they had discovered that the disastrous 
wreck of the eighteen hour flyer at Mineral 
Point, in the Alleghanies, on Feb. 20, was 
undoubtedly the work of wreckers. Spikes 
and fish plates had been withdrawn in the 
same manner as at the wreck at Stewart, 
Pa., on March 22, as at Turtle creek on March 
27, and as at Hudson, O., Saturday night. 

! Trains Wrecked to Rob. 

The detectives declared it was their theory 
that the vandalism was committed with rob- 
bery as its object in every case. 

They said that in every wreck they had 
found that cars had hardly stopped rolling 
before robbers had been at work. This had 
been so particularly at the wreck of the Chi- 
cago fiyer on March 22, and a tremendous 
amount of booty was secured on that oc- 
casion, they said. 

President McCrea has declared that he will 
have the Pennsylvania safe to travel on if 
he has to put a man on every yard of rail 
as far as St. Louis, though he would not di- 
vulge the plans against the wreckers. 

Besides open rewards amounting to $10,000 
for information that will lead to their capture, 
large secret rewards to employés and of- 
ficers have been offered. 


Three Latest Plots Fail. 

None of the three attempts to wreck Penn- 
sylvania trains in the last thirty hours was 
successful, In each case the tampering 
with the track was discovered in time to 
avert a smashup. The attempts were: 
Yesterday morning—Rail ties placed on track near 

East Brady, on Allegheny Valley road, just 

before approach of passenger train. 

Last night—Rail ties placed on track eighty-five 
miles north of Pittsburg to wreck train No. 62 
of the P. and B., a fast passenger train. 

This morning—Switch fhrown open at Alliance, O., 
just before approach of fast freight. 


Attempts Made on Eight Trains. 
These three attempts bring the tota] num- 
ber of wrecks or attempted wrecks on the 
Pennsylvania up to eight. The others were: 
Feb. 20.—The eighteen hour flyer, west bound, be- 
tween New York and Chicago, wrecked at Min- 
eral Point. Every passenger on train injured. 
March 23.—The Manhattan limited, east bound, 
wrecked between Wilmerding and Stewart sti- 
tion. Sixteen passengers injured. 
March 27.—The Keystone express, east bound, de- 
railed between East Pittsburg and Turtle Point. 
March 27.—The Chicago express, west bound, 
flagged just in time to prevent it from running 
on to broken track. . 
April 6.—The Cleveland flyer, running between 
Pittsburg, Pa., and Cleveland, O., wrecked at 
Hudson, O.

LAST IROQUOIS CASE TODAY. 


George Williams’ Trial to Begin 


Before Judge Kavanagh. 


CAN BE FINED ONLY $1,000. 


State’s Final Effort in Theater Horror 
Prosecution. 


For the last time {n a case that will be 
called for trial today the law will ask of 
the law whether the defendant at the bar 
is responsible for the Iroquois theater horror 
of three yeasr ago and its 596 deaths. In 
Judge Kavanagh’s court George Williams, 
building commissioner under Mayor Harri- 
son, will be arraigned on the charge of mal- 
feasance of office. 

Unusual interest attaches to this case from 
the fact that it is destined to bring either 
the final curtain in the legal drama or the 
first real hearing of charges on their merits, 
Judge Kavanagh long ago upheld the validity 
of the ordinance found faulty on March 19 
by Judge Kimbrough of Danville in freeing 
Will J. Davis of the charge of manslaughter. 

On account of this difference of opinion it 
is considered a fair presumption that the 
merits of this case, if it is pressed, will be 
passed upon fully with the probability of 
their final disposition by the Supreme court, 


Williams Last of Indicted. 

Of the eight persons held accountable for 
the Iroquois catastrophe by the coroner's 
jury, Williams alone remains before the bar 
of justice. With him in the indictment for 
malfeasance was named Edward Laughlin, 
building inspector, who approved the Iro- 
quois theater with its faulty equipment of 
fire fighting apparatus. But Laughlin died 
last year before preliminary hearings of the 
Davis indictment, 

The maximum punishment that can be 
meted cut to Williams, if he should be found 
guilty of neglect of duty, is a fine of $1,000. 
For this and other reasons, it would not sur- 
prise those who have followed the litigation if 
the state did not press the case. The failure 
to bring Will J. Davis, though twice indicted, 
to trial on merits of the charges because of 
technical obstructions has deepened the con- 
viction that it is futile to attempt further 
to fix the responsibility for the fire and its 
results. The case against Williams has al- 
ways been considered of minor importance, 
Moreover, he Is no longer in office. A possible 
conviction would be of less corrective value 
than if the qualification of an existing official 
were in question. 


Status of Law in Doubt. 

On the other hand, the decision of Judge 
Kimbrough left the status of the law in 
doubt, as no opportunity was given for the 
Supreme court to pass on the validity of the 
ordinance. The desire to obtain an authori- 
tative opinion on the law as it then stood, and 
the analogous ordinance now in force, may 
lead the state to press the case to & final 
hearing. Assistant James J. Barbour will

** As to promotions, it appears to have been 
the policy of the present police chief to select 
favorites toa great extent, or to attempt to. 
This could be done under the efficieficy mark- 
ing which is one of the defects of the civil 
service law. The marking for efficiency has 
rested entirely with the chief and he could 
reward or punish as he saw-fit. There is no 
justice in such a system, and Ido not propose 
to have it in the future. If a police officer 
comes up for promotion and is efficient, he 
will be given a chance to demonstrate his 
efficiency.’’ 


Case of Hunt to Be Decided. 

The mayor said that he had not been in- 
formed of the results of. the day’s delibera- 
tions of the council committee on organiza- 
tien at West Baden, so he was not in a posi- 
tion to discuss the reported recommendation 
by that committee for. the reinstatement of 
Nicholas Hynt as inspector. 

“ There is a petition asking for Mr. Hunt's 
reinstatement,”” said Mayor Busse, “ and it 
is signed by a good many influential citizens.

Formal charges that Chief of Police John 
M. Collins used the police department for the 
furtherance of Mayor Dunne’s recent cam- 


law, were Jaid before the civil service com- 
missioners yesterday by A. M. E. Bergener, 
city editor of the Record-Herald. 

The charges, in effect, are against the po- 
lite department in general as well as Chief 
Collins, but Acting Police Inspector Joseph 
Kandzia of the West Chicago avenue district 
is implicated specifically as Having assisted 
in a campaign of intimidation of business 
men. 

Subpeenas for all the inspectors and cap- 
tains in the department were issued by the 
civil service commissioners, and the hearing 
was set for 2 o'clock this afternoon. 

No matter what may be proved against 
Collins, it is the opinion of the civil service 
commissioners that as he is not under civil 
service as chief of police they will have power 
only to make recommendations to the mayor 
in respect to him, and that the investigation 
will not be closed until long after Collins’ 
official head has been taken off by Mayor 


Busse. ' 
Text of the Charges. 

The chargés follow: 

“That members of the police department 
were invited—if not actually ordered— to con- 
tribute money to the campaign fund, said 
fund being qollected in various stations by 
commanding officers, and that a great num- 
ber of patrolmen and officers did actually 
respond to demands for funds, in a great 
meny cases, through fearthat their standing 
in the service would be jeopardized if they 
declined to make the contribution. 

“That the chief of police summoned cer- 
tain lieutenants to his office and talked with 
them in an effort to impress upon them that 
the administration had been good to the 
police service and that the time had come for 
the policemen to return the favor by ‘ getting 
busy for Dunne.”’ 

“That some of the license officers were 
summoned to the office of the chief of police 
and told to work for the administration, and 
that some of them were given stereopticon 
sides bearing pictures of Mayor Dunne and 
other candidates which they were told to give 
to owners of 5 cent theaters for exhibition. 


Business Men Intimidated. 

“ That Chief Collins summoned a number 
of patrolmen to his office and detailed them 
away from their proper precincts in purely 
political service and.in violation of the civil 
service law. 

“ That business mey were intimidated and 
bulldozed by patrolmen and their, supporters 
as a result of the instructions of the police 
superintendent. [In support of this the names 
of Hubert Hestert, 4870 North Clark street, 
and Nicholas Weimeschkirsch, 4770 North 
Clark street, were mentioned. ] 

“That Henry Schilling, 181 Armitage av- 
enue, was approached and intimidated by 
Police Inspector Kandsia of the Thirty-sec- 
ond precinct in the interest of democratic 
candidates. 

“That the chief of police, through mes- 
sages sent to all stations over the police de- 
partment wires, ordered members of . the 
service to perform purely political tasks in 
the matter of counting political posters and 
billboard displays, and adviséd the police not 
to interfere with the distribution of political 
handbills, said distribution being in violation 
of the city ordinances. 

* That the records of the police department 
were mutilated or destroyed in practically 
every station in the city by order of Chief 
Collins in an effort to conceal from your 
board the proof that he had sentout political 
instructions to the department. 

‘ That slot machines and similar gambling 
devices were installed practically through- 
out the city in violation of the law prohib- 
iting gambling and not disturbed by the po- 
lice.”’ 

Will Investigate Entire Force. 

**'We have no jurisdiction over Chief Col- 
lings,’ said Commissioner Powell, ‘ but we 
will investigate the entire police department 
and if it is found that members of the de- 
partment have been in the habit of violat- 
ing the civil service law, we will put a stop 
to such practices. The actual hearing prob- 
ably will not take place until Commissioner 
Prentiss returns from his farm.’’ 

Collins appointed twenty-seven probation- 
ary patrolmen whose names were taken from 
the eligible list. He also added to the force 
three matrons, a scrubwoman, and a patrol 
driver. The patrolmen were appointed to 
fill vacancies caused by the chief’s recent 
promotions to sergeants. 

The matrons appointed are: Mrs. Louise | 
C. Richardson, 677 Sixty-fifth street; Mrs. 
Mary E. Walworth, 717 Flournoy street; and 
Mrs. Minnie R. Nevin, 6 Throop street. 

The civil service examinations are expect- 
ed to add 500 patrolmen to the force can 
June 1. 

Collins Wants His Old Place. 

Chief Collins affetted indifference to the 
storm that is gathering about his head. 

“What are you going to do about it?” he 
was asked. 

“TI shall remain here until my resignation 
is asked for or I am formally relieved by 
my successor,” he said. ‘‘ The force must 
have a chief. I am stil! a civil service 
captain and I don’t see any harm in saying 
that I want the place. I don’t know of any 
good reason why I should not have it.”

RADICAL SCHOOL BOARD MEM- 
BERS SCHEME AGAINST HIM. 


Would Put Miss Margaret Haley in 
Control of Educational System by 
Adopting Piaa to Establish 332 Ad- 
vistory Councils of Teachers, Which 
Would Be Under Thumb of Federa- 
tien and its Leader—To Act at 
Meeting on Friday. 


The plan to “‘ democratize ” the Chicago 
public school system by taking control out 
of the hands of Superintendent of Schools 
Edwin G. Cooley and giving it into the hands 
of Margaret Haley and her following of 
unionized teachers is to be carried out by 
radicals in the echool board unless this action 
is prevented through the intercession of un~ 
foreseen circumstances. 

Dr. Cornelia De Bey, reform member of 
the board, announced yesterday that the 
board would go forward with its plans to es- 
tablish 332 advisory councils of teachers. 
Her statement was corroborated by her col- 


leagues on the board. If the radicals are ale tpt 


lowed to carry out their plans without inter- 
ference, it was predicted by the anti-federa- 
tinonists in the board that Supt. Cooley would 
be shorn of all power, and that the followers 
of Margaret Haley would be put In the gad- 
dle at the next meeting of the school manage- 
ment committee. 

The plan which is to be adopted by the 
radicals was drafted by the central council 
of teachers at a meeting held a few days be- 
fore the mayoralty election, and was printed 
for distribution among federationists in the 
morning. 

See Control by Miss Haley. 

Friends of Supt. Cooley say this plan, if 
carried out by the board, will turn over to 
Miss Haley and her following the actual 
control of the public school system. It pro- 
vides for the establishment of a liberal num- 
ber of teachers’ councils, each of which is 
to have a hand in the government of the 
schools. It was pointed out by the anti-fed- 
erationists that all of these councils of teach-~ 
ers are compelled to report to a central 
council, which will be controlled by the fed- 
eration. The teachers’ union, it was pointed 
out, controls the present central council of 
teachers, and the plan which is to be adopt- 
ed by the school management committee 
was drafted by this federation controlled 
body. It is shown, further, that the plan 
submitted to the committee was adopted 
despite opposition of the anti-federationiets 
in the central council, and provides that one 
representative of the teaching force—a sort 
of walking delegate—shall attend all meet- 
ings of the school management committee. 


No Representation for Principals. 

Although school principals and primary 
grade teachers protested that they should be 
given representation on the committee which 
is to attend meetings of the school manage- 
ment committee and of the board, their 
claims are said to have been ignored. The 
central council, which is controlled by Miss 
Haley, voted toallow only one representative 
of the grade teachers to attend meetings of 
the committee. 

The plan of organization provides that all 
questions of educational policy shall be first 
submitted to a vote of the teaching force. 
As elementary school teachers constitute a 
majority of the teaching force, and as ele- 
mentary school teachens are controlled by 
Miss Haley, friends of Supt. Cooley see in 
the movement to adopt the scheme an effort 
to give Miss Haley unlimited power before 
the appointees of Mayor Busse have oppor- 
tunity to take office. Friday has been set 
as the day on which the plan is to be acted 
upon. Radicals say they have the necessary 
eleven votes to adopt the plan. 


Enlarge Scope of Post Plan. 

The school management committee voted 
in the evening to make the Post report ap- 
plicable to principals as well as to grade 
teachers. The Post promotional plan does 
away with the promotional examination sys- 
tem established by Supt. Cooley and puts 
promotion on a basis of length of service 
solely, without respect to efficiency. Miss 
Jane Addams, chairman of the committee, 
opposed any action which would entirely 
do away with the necessity on the part of 
principals of producing proof that they de- 
gerved promotion. On the strength of her 
protests the committee voted to compel prin- 
cipals to submit to the same tests of ef- 
ficiency that high school teachers are com- 
pelled to undergo. 

Must Show Evidence of Growth. 

Under the scheme urged by Miss Addams 
principals are compelled every three years 
to furnish one of the following evidences of 
professional growth: 

Credits from approved universities or from ap- 
proved special, professional, or technical schools. 

Thesis based on university work or self-super- 
vised study. 

Books of monographs written. 

Research work. 

Committee work on the course of study or re- 
lated topics requiring special investigation.

UNITED TRACTION 
SYSTEM ASSURED. 


City Railway Practically Cer- 
tain to Take Over North 
and West Side Lines. 


MITTEN TO BE MANAGER. 


Union Company Will Move Its 
General Offices to Borland 
Block Downtown. 


The absorption of the Union Traction sys- 
tem by the Chicago City railway company 
is an ultimate certainty, according to in- 
formation that became known yesterday. 
h concerns are making plans in accord- 
ance with this probability of consolidation. 

Whether the absorption will take place 
this year or next or five years from now, such 
an outcome is regarded as only logical under 
the terms of the ordinances. According to 
THe TRIBUNE'S informant, the City railway 
company is only waiting to see how success- 
ful the north and west side interests prove 
to be in settling their differences. 

‘““If the Union Traction and the north and 
west side underlying interests can get to- 
gether and clear up the muddle their property 
is in the situation will be greatly simplified,”’ 
said this authority. ‘ It will then be neces- 
sary for the City railway interests to pur- 
chase control of the stock of the Chicago 
Railways company, into which Union Trac- 
tion will be reorganized. 

Consolidation Almost Certain. 

“There is no doubt In my mind that the 
Union Traction interests will reach a satis- 
factory agreement. If they should default 
on acceptance of the ordinance and the City 
railway should go into their territory the 
value of their property would deteriorate im- 
mensely even while they fought the issue 
in the courts. You may be assured that they 
will either reorganize and accept that ordi- 
nance or sell out to the City railway. Other- 
wise they stand to lose all. And if they re- 
organize, one company will be the ultimate 
and logical outcome.”’ 

It is almost a foregone conclusion, in case 
of a consolidation, that Thomas E. Mitten, 
now president of the City railway, will be 
the manager of the unified system. He has 
disposed of most of his interests in Buffalo, 
his former home, preparatory to making Chi- 
cago his permanent residence. 

In the light of the talk of consolidation, 
the forthcoming financing of the City rail- 
way’s investments took on added import- 
ance. President Mitten denied that a bond 


he refused to say what the plans are. 
Plan for Rehabilitation. 


From other sources came information that 
the south side company will raise the money 
for rehabilitation of its lines by a series of 
small bond issues—a few millions at a time. 
According to this explanation, the board of 
supervising engineers’ will lay out the con- 
struction work for a certain period—say, to 
cost $5,000,000. The company will then issue 
$5,000,000 in bonds to be underwritten in the 
usual manner and the money supplied as 
needed. The bonds will be secured by the im- 
provements they represent. 

At the same time a $50,000,000 bond issue 
by the City railway is considered not at all 
improbable in the event of the absorption of 
the north and west side systems. 

That there is any intention to issue bonds 
secured by all of the $21,000,000 of the com- 
pany’s present property was denied. It was 
pointed out that $18,000,000 of this amount is 
represented already by stock in that figure 
and that it would be a violation of the law to 
issue bonds representing the same money the 
stock represents. 

New Cars Are Coming Soon. 

As to the Union Traction reorganization, it 
was said that Attorneys Krauthoff and Wick- 
ersham of New York are expected to present 
their plan in a couple of weeks. 

Receiver Blair of the Union Traction com- 
pany said 115 new cars will be placed in oper- 
ation on the north and west gides within the 
next thirty days. 

In order to centralize and facilitate the ré- 
habilitation work the Union Traction com- 
pany will move its office from North Clark 
and Division. streets to the Borland block, 
Monroe and La Salle ,;streets. The entire 
sixth floor of the building will be occupied by 
the receivers and the operating departments. 
This will place the Union Traction officials 
in convenient proximity to Chief Engineer 
Bion J. Arnold, whose company occupies the 
sixteenth floor. The offices of the supervis- 
ing commission will be established in the 
er possibly in the Borland build- 
ng. 

Trustee Declaration Signed. 


The declaration of the trusteeship of the 
Chicago Railways company stock pending 
the reorganization was signed during the 
day by the members of the trust committee, 
A. C. Bartlett, Charles H. Hulburd, A. A. 
Sprague, Chauncey Keep, and Charles G. 
Dawes. Representatives of the New York 
bankers who will finance the Union Traction 
rehabilitation are expected in Chicago in 
about two weeks to look over the grouml and 
a important features of the settlement 
plan. 

Walter L. Fisher notified Mayor Busse that 
he would accept the position of special! trac- 
tion counsel at a salary of $10,000 a year. 

By mutual agreement between the city 
and the City railway company the United 
States Supreme court reversed and remanded 
for a new trial in the decision of the federal 
Circuit court, enjoining the city from en- 
forcing the ordinance requiring an exchange 
of transfers between the City railway andthe 
west side lines. The new ordinances have 
removed the transfer problem from the sit- 
uation, and the decision was made in ac- 
cordance with an agreement between Cor- 
poration Counsel Lewis and John P. Wilson, 
general counsel for the City railway.

Italians Tell of His Terror of 
Daylight in Weeks Fol- 
lowing Flight. 


LEAVES NEW YORK TODAY 


Schuettler Awaiting Papers; 
Lawyers Here Build Up Sor- 
did Story of Tragedy.

New York, April 8.—[ Special. ]—Ev!i- 
@ence which is expected to break down the

The man feared arrest 
for aiding in Constantine's escape. He in- 
troduced Constantine to an Italian banker as 
his own son. An attempt will be made to 

some of these witnesses to go to Chicago 

the trial. 

The police will not start to Chicago with 
Constantine until tomorrow. Tonight As- 
gistant Chief Schuettler said that requisi- 
tion papers would not arrive from Albany 
until that time. 

' Tell of Skulking in Terror. 

The story of Constantine's hiding when he 
arrived in New York the day after the Gentry 
murder was told today by the family of The- 
e@ore Sovhia. Charles Sophia, his son, 
brought Constantine to his own home in the 
Bronx. When Detectives Vachris and Shee- 
han visited the place this afternoon they 
found there Sophia, his wife, and their little 
Gaughter. 

“We knew nothing of Conetantine,”’ So- 
phia seid. ‘“ Our son brought him home one 
might in January a year ago. He never told 
us anything. He paid $5 a week and staid 
three weeks, them went eway. That isalll 
know.” ~ 

“He was afraid to go out days,” sald the 
little girl. “‘ He used to go out at night. He

Aided to Escape by Banker. 

Where Constantine went on his last ar- 
rival in New York is now a problem. The 
police think he was protected by Charles A. 
Pecora. a banker with the firm of F. Perbano 
& Co., 2289 First avenue. Pecora denies this. 
He, too, appears to fear arrest. 

“ All I know,”’ Pecora said, ‘‘ is that Paulo 
Gerolamo brought this man to me and said 
he was his son and asked me to get him 
back to Italy. He said he had been around 
@iie world. I arranged to get him on the 
Roma.’’ 


Tt was Pecora who was in the carriage with 
Constantine when Vachris made the arrest 
near the India wharf. 

It was the Rev. A. Santamillo, priest of the 
Church of Our Lady of Mount Carmel, who 
fesued the baptismal certificate in the name 
of Pasquale Gerolamo. It showed that the 
boy was born Jan. 4, 1884. This wotld make 
him 23 years old, Constantine’s age. The cer- 
tificate was given out March 12, 1906. Santa- 
millo examined the paper, looked up the rec- 
ords, and declared the paper had been falsi- 
fied. “ The 1884 has been placed on there by 
altering the last figure,” hesaid. “It should 
be 1889.” 


LAWYERS OFFER NEW THEORY. 
“The evidence must be inconsistent with 
defendant's innocence. Where the entire 
evidence produced against a defendant 
@iarged with assault with intent to murder 
could be true and yet be entirely consistent 
with his inmocence, a conviction will not 
stand.”

GOV. FOLK COMMUTES SENTENCE 
OF MRS. AGGIE MYERS. 


Woman and Her Accomplice Who 


Murdered Her Husband Mast Serve 
Balance of Lives in Penitentiary at 
Jeflerson City, Mo. — Executive 
Thinks Public Morals Will Thus 
Be Better Conserved than by Hang- 
ing of Female Criminal. 


Jefferson City, Mo., April 8.—The sentence 
of death imposed upon Mrs. Aggie Myers of 
Kansas City and Frank Hottman of Higgins- 
ville., Mo., who were convicted of having 
murdered the woman's husband, Clarence 
Myers, in 1904, were today commuted by 
Gov. Folk to imprisonment for life. They 
will at once be brought to the state peni- 
tentiary here. 

The appeal of the case of Mrs. Myers to 
the Supreme court of the United States will 
not be dismissed by her attorneys. In ames- 
gage to the secretary of state relative to the 
action in commuting the sentences Gov. 
Folk states that he believes that public 
morals will be better conserved by commut- 
ing the sentence of Mrs. Myers to life im- 
prisonment than by hanging her. In the 
Hottman case, he eaid, similar facts to those 
in the Myers case exist, and for that reason 
he also commuted Hottman’s sentence to life 
imprisonment. 

The woman had been divorced before she 
married Myers. After her marriage to My- 
ers she fell in love with Hottman, and they 
conspired to murder Myers so they could 
get married. She admitted him to the house 
after midnight and directed him to the bed- 
room where Myers lay asleep. Myers arose 
in bed when Hottmar struck him with aclub. 
The men clinched, and the woman came to 
Hottman’s aid. Mrs. Myers hit her husband 
with a bed slat and stabbed him with a pair 
of scissors. As he cried to her, “ Help me, 
Agzie, help me!” she slashed him nine times 
across the face, throat, and chest with a 
razor. 


MORTON TALKS TO AGENTS; 
SILENT ON E. H. HARRIMAN.

| Former Prominent Physician, 
Victim of Drug, Ends Life 
with Carbolic Acid, 


PITIFUL STORY OF RUIN.

a time at the -county institution. Later, 
through the intercession of John Schaefer, a 
saloonkeeper of Gross Point, and several 
physicians, he was sent to Alexian Brothers’ 
hospital for treatment as a drug fiend. 

He remained there from Feb. 4 until yester- 
day afternoon, when, leaving as if for his aft- 
ernoon walk, he boarded a street car. Some- 
where he secuied six ounces of carbolic acid, 
a bottle of poison in the form of bichloride of 
mercury, and a small vial of cocaine, 

He went out to Evanston, and while wait- 
ing there for the electric car to take him to 
Wilmette he met his son, Willie, who at- 
tempted, quietly at first, to prevent him from 
making the trip. 


Fights with Young Son. 


“He told me he had heard John was sick 
down at Feehanville,’’ said the boy last 
evening, ‘“‘and that he was going down 
there to see him. He said he was going to 
take him away, and then he would come 
and get me. I told him he couldn't do it, 
and he got mad. He said if mother and I 
tried to stop him he would have us arrested 
for taking dope, and we hada fight about it.’’ 

The father did not go to Wilmette, but took 
a car and went to the end of the line in North 
Evanston. The boy hurried to his mother, 
told her of what had happened, and she, who 
had been refusing to go to see her husband, 
stood with him. Together they counseled as 
to their future actions. 

At the same time Dr. Deser had selected 
a quiet place in an almost vacant block on 
Hartzell street, hetween Bennett and Ewing 
streets, a square away from the car line and 
several hundred feet from any house. There 
he lay down. 


Body Found in a Lot. 

When Mr. and Mrs. Louis Nehl, 2738 Forty- j 
seventh avenue, out for a stroll, came across 
the body they found beside it the almost 
emptied carbolic acid bottle, a cup from 
which he had drank it, and a bottle of water 
from which he had drank .to wash down the 
poison. 

Physicians said it was only the deadness 
of his nerves that enabled him to drink the 
water after taking at least four ounces of the 
acid, which was a 95 per cent strength. 

The poison bore the label of “* Sargent’s, 30 
Washington street. Another bottle of poison 
found in his pocket bore no druggist’'s address 
and no distinguishing mark could be seen 
upon the half ounce vial of cocaine flake, 
apparently new, but almost empty, which he 
carried in his vest. 

The suicide left no last word for relatives 
or friends. There was a letter from the 
Feehanville authorities telling of the iliness 
of the son, John; and a list, in a strong hand- 
writing, of the children and their addresses. 
It was not thought to be his own handwrit- 
ing. After the name of “ Emilia, Industrial 
Home for Girls,” was the one word, followed 
by a question mark, “‘ Where?” 


Widow Works as Housemaid. 

Efforts of the Gross Point police to find 
Mrs. Doser were without result for some 
time, until it was learned that she was work- 
ing as a maid in a house near Twelfth street 
and Lake avenue, Wilmette. The news of 
the suicide was told to her mistress, who 
was unwilling to inform the widow because 
of her peculiar condition. 

‘ She has been in a daze all day,’ she said, 
‘**a condition not infrequent with her. I am 
convinced both she and the boy are addicted 
to a drug habit. They sometimes fall into 
a half stupefied condition, when I can smell 
no liquor upon their breaths. 

“T took Mrs. Doser in as a matter of 
charity. Sometimes she is almost worthless 
as a servant. The boy showed up later and 
I could not see him put out.”’ 


Drinks Poison; Pardon Arrives. 

Young Hayden Evans died at his home in 
the afternoon from the effects of poison 
which he drank last Friday while imprisoned 
in. the House of Correction. He took the 
poison two hours before news of his pardop 
arrived at the prison. 

The youth, who was found guilty by Mu- 
nicipal Judge Blake of having stolen $2.03 
worth of bacon from Swift & Co.’s plant at 
the stockyards on Dec. 18, had been sen- 
tenced to serve six months in the bridewell, 
and had served nearly four months of the 
time when he took the poison. 

He was working in the prison as a steam- 
fitter, when he drank nearly a cupful of 
muriatic acid, which he had been using in | 
cleaning pipes before making connections. 

According to friends of the young man he 
was driven insane by remorse and the dis- 
grace of his punishment, over which he had 
brooded ever since he was sentenced, and 
which so affected his mind that several days 
before he took the poison he was tormented 
by the idea that he was going to be hanged 
for his offense. 


Feared Death on Gallows. 

Last Thursday Evans is said to have told 
his fellow prisoners that a large scaffold was 
being erected in the bridewell yard on which 
he and several others were to be hanged the 
following day. In his terror he said he could 
not stand the disgrace of such a death, and 
threatened to cheat the gallows by taking his 
own life. While at work the following after- 
noon he swallowed the acid. 


| well authorities notified Dr. Charles F. 
Eriend, 1705 Garfield boulevard, by whom 
Mrs. Evans, the young man’s only living 
relative, was employed as a trained nurse, 
The physician and Mrs. Evans went at once 
to the bridewell. ? 
When told that the governor had pardoned 
him, Evans regained his normal! state of 
mind. and said he would die happily if his 
mother would forgive him for the disgrace 
he had brought upon her. He died an hour 
later, 


Settlement Worker Interested. 

Dr. Friend. through the agency of Miss 
Mary McDowell of the Chicago University 
settlement, began an investigation of the 
case and sent a request to Gov. Deneen giv- 
ing all the particulars and asking that Evans 
be pardoned. 

A letter from Judge Blake recommending 
the prisoner's release was sent to the gov- 
ernor, and a telephone message was re- 
ceived Saturday morning from the state ex- 
ecutive granting permission for him 1° be 
taken to his home and promising a favorable 
recommendation to the board of pardons, in 
session this week. Judge Blake said in his 
letter that at the time Evans was sentenced 
he had not learned from the evidence pre- 
sented to him all facts in the case. Because 
it was the youth's first offense. and as he 
was a minor and had served four months of 
his term of six months, the judge thought 
he had received more than due punishment. 


Stensland Bank Victim a Suicide. 


One more tragedy was added yesterday to 
the failure of the Milwaukee Avenue Savings 
bank when William Gort, 60 years old, who 
lived in a squalid room in the rear of 583 
Washburne avenue, shot and killed himself. 

Gort had several hundred dollars in the 
Milwaukee avenue bank, and soon after its 
failure he lost his position as a machinist be- 
cause of his advancing age. He grew dis- 
couraged in spite of the fact that a large 
share of his deposita had been returned to 
him. His wife had been dead for some time. 

Frank J. Kowalski, 340 North Carpenter 
street, savings teller of the institution, and 
Henry Koepke, 1778 North Kedzie avenue, 
were othere who killed themselves by shoot- 
ing after the wrecking of the bank. Koepke 
committed suicide the day the doors of the 
bank were closed. 


Tries Hard to Die. 


Ex-Policeman Sheehan escaped in the aft- 
ernoon for the third time within a week from 
the hospital at Dunning, went to his home at 

24 West Monroe street, where he threatened 
to shoot his a and tried to commit suicide 
by throwing ‘himself into a bed, to which 
he set fire. He was finally rescued by 
Detectives Mahoney and Weiss from the Chi- 
cago river, into which he had plunged in an 
effort to end his life after his attempt to burn 
himself to death had been frustrated by the 
arrival of firemen. Mis mind hag been de- 
stroved by drink. 

Sheehan has spent the last three years in 
Dunning hospital. The police say it is almost 
impossible for the hospital authorities to keep 
him there... He has escaped frequently, and 
following every escape he returns to his 
home and threatens the life of his wife and 
neighbors * 

Three times within the last week his wife 
has gone terrified to the police station, ask- 
ing that her husband be locked up again. 
Only last Friday he was returned to the 
hospital after one of his escapades. 

Mrs. Sheehan was working about her house 
late yesterday afternoon when her husband 
ran in, seized a can of kerosene, and threat- 
ened to kill her if she interfered with him in 
his attempt at suicide. She summoned the 
fire engines after he had set a bed afire, and 
only the prompt arrival of the firemen, it is 
believed, prevented him from burning him- 
self to death. 

In his determination to end his life he then 
ran to Monroe street and the river and leaped 
into the water. Detectives Mahoney and 
Weiss, who were near the end of the bridge, 
saw him and they, with the assistance of the 
crew of a tug, dragged him from the water. 

Sheehan for several years was a policeman 
of Chicago and traveled a beat in the Des- 
Plaines street district. 


Stockman Seeks to Die. 


Threatening to commit suicide, McCaffery, 
eaid to be a wealthy stockman of Battle 
Creek, Mich., was arrested at night by De- 
tectives Clarke and McGinnis in a saloon at 
West Harrison ang Desplaines streets.

MAY COME TODAY. 
Case Goes to Jury After Con- 


clusion of Prosecutor’s 
Speech This Morning. 


STORY OF TRAGEDY TOLD. 


Attorney Short’s Graphic De- 
scription of Murder Makes 
Spectators Weep. 


~ 


With a dramatic description of how he be- 
lieves Mrs. Margaret Leslie, the actress, was 
murdered by Howard Nicholas and Leonard 
Leopold, Assistant State’s Attorney Ben 
Short brought yesterday’s session of the trial 
in Judge Ball’s court to a close. With this 
vivid word picture on their minds the jurors 
filed out of the courtroom. Mr. Short will 
finish hig speech this morning and the case 
then will go to the jury. 

Leonard Leopold, who had collapsed sev- 
eral times during the course of the trial, be- 
came too ill several times to remain in the 
courtroom, but following the administering 
of restoratives after each fainting spell he 
Was brought back, leaning heavily on the 
shoulder of a’ deputy sheriff. 

Henry Leopold, father of the prisoner, was 
in the courtroom for the first time since early 
in the trial. The son’s trouble has been a 
severe mental and physical shock to the 
father. 

Illness Cuts Speech Short. 

The last worde in defense of the alleged 
murderers was spoken at 11:45 a. m. by Leo- 
pold’s attorney, Samuel Foos, who intended 
to speak all day, but was taken sick. With- 
out acknowledging that fact to the jury, he 
closed rather abruptly, took his chair, and 
during the reat of the day held a wet hand- 
kerchief to his head. 

In his argument Mr. Foos insisted that the 
state made no effort to identify the diamonds 
in Nicholas’ possession as ever having be- 
longed to Margaret Leslie. Without regard 
to Nicholas’ connection with the case, he 
made a strong plea for Leopold, declaring he 
was not present when Margaret Leslie died, 
that he was not with Nicholas that night, and 
that Nicholas’ confession should not be bind- 
ing as to Leopold, because of the fact that 
Leopold had repudiated the confession. 


Many Women in Courtroom. 

As the trial draws to a close an increase of 
interest among spectators is noticeable. All 
day the courtroom was crowded, mostly with 
gayly dressed women, In the afternoon while 
Attorney Short was arraigning him before 
the jury Nicholas took notice of a woman, 
dressed in loud colors and carrying a large 
“Teddy bear.’’ Leaning to his attorney, 
Marshall Gallion, Nicholas was heard to re- 
mark: 

** Well, look at that! Ithought that woman 
had a kid in her arms. They ought to ap- 
point a lunacy commission for such women 
as that.’’ 

Phylis Campbell, the Indianapolis girl who 
gave damaging testimony against Nicholas 
last Friday, did not appear in the courtroom. 
It was said she had become i!l from brood- 
ing over the fact that:she helped the effort 
to send Nicholas to the gallows. She called 
at the jall in the morning, but Nicholas re- 


fused to see her, - 


Juror Asks for Definition. 

Attorney Short read the testimony of De- 
tective Sergeant McGuire that Nicholas had 
said: “I can’t tell what I know abeut Mar- 
garet Leslie's death without inviting a neck- 
tie party.”’ 

At this juncture a juryman interrupted At- 
torney Short and asked: 

“Pardon me, but what is the probable 
meaning of the term ‘ necktie party ’?’’ 

“It is not permissible for the attorneys to 
interpret the meaning of witness’ words,” 
said Attorney Short: ‘‘We can only give 
opinions. The defense might say he meant 
he might be sent over to a haberdashery 
store, but a common meaning of the term is 
the gallows.”’ 

After reading from many law books At- 
torney Short went into an oratorical descrip- 
tion of the tragedy which brought tears to 
the eyes of many in the audience besides the 
aged father and mother of the murdered 
woman. 

“There is a certain physical courage in 
the highwayman who covers his face, takes 
a gun, and meets you in the street, and de- 
mands:your money,’’ said Mr. Short. ‘‘ He 
doesn’t know but that you also might be 
armed. But imagine the basenese to which 
their criminal natures stooped when those 
two men entered the room of a defenseless 
woman, under the guise of friendship, and 
cruelly murdered her!” 


FORAKER’S PLAN WON’T WORK. 


Ohio Attorney General Says There Can 
Be No Legal Direct Primary for 
Choice of United States Senator. 


Columbus, O., April 8.—Attorney General 
Ellis, in am opinion given out tonight, de- 
clares that “there is no way under existing 
laws that a direct primary for the selection 
of a candidate for president or United States 
senator can be held at public expense.”’ 

The opinion was in response to the many 
queries concerning the legality of the pro- 
posed primary suggested by Senator Foraker, 
and accepted by the friends of Secretary of 
War Taft, who have begun a canvass to se- 
cure the Ohio delegation to the next national 
repubican convention. 

The attorney general says that such a pri- 
mary can only be held at private expense 
and must be conducted entirely separate 
from the regular elections.

ENDS FURIOUS QUARREL. 


Drunken Man Angered at Pres- 
‘enee of Policeman Com- 
mits Crime. 


New York, April 8.—[Special.]—Dr. Sam- 
uel S. Guy, a dentist and the former coroner 
of Far Rockaway, shot and killed his wife, 
Lillian, late this afternoon in their home, the 
ofa Mott mansion, at 47 Mott avenue, Far 
Rockaway. Mrs. Guy was the daughter of 
the late Benjamin B. Mott, who at one time 
owned half of Far Rockaway, and who died 
two years ago, leaving the greater share of 
his wealth to his daughter. 


Dr. Guy had been drinking heavily all dur- 


ing this afternoon. He was much the worse 


for liquor when at 5 o'clock he insisted on 


Contractor Albert FE. Hague accompanying 
him to his house, saying! hig wife wanted a 
new set of front steps built on the house. 
Hague went, with Guy as far as the front 
door and then left him, saying that the den- 
tist was in no condition to talk business, and 
that he would call on him tomorrow. 

Gives Wife Mortal Insult. 

Anne Hansen, a Norwegian servant, told 
the police tonight that earlier in the day Dr. 
Guy and his wife had quarreled. violently 
over money matters. The servant says tha 
when Guy came into the house after leaving 
Contractor Hague de found Policeman 
Berry of the Far Rockaway station just leav- 
ing the kitchen. The girl says that the po- 
liceman came in to borrow a hammer, for 
some purpose she didn’t inquire about. Dr. 
Guy, she says, made a serious accusation 
against her, and that Mrs. Guy cameinto the 
kitchen and defended the servant. 

Guy then made a remark to his wife that 
so enraged her that she struck him a stun- 
ning blow In the face, causing him nearly to 
fall. Mrs. Guy was a4 large, robust woman. ‘ 
After a time, so the servant says, both Guy 
and his wife calmed down, and Guy admitted 
that he had been hasty in his remarks and 
promised to be good. With that, the Hansen 
girl says, the pair walked into the dining 
room, leaving the door leading into the 
kitchen not fully closed. They had been in 
the dining room about five minutes, the serv- 
ant says, whem three shots were heard. 

Wife Falls, Husband Runs. 


Mra. Guy staggered out into the kitchen 


‘and fell on the floor alongside of a small 


table. The servant ran out the back door 
screaming. Her cries were heard by Police- 
men Berry and Nussbaum, who rushed into 
the house. They looked immediately for Dr. 
Guy, but could not find him in the house. 
They finally located him standing at the 
tréliey train station, a short distance from 
his house. Dr. Guy had his overcoat and 
Fat on and apparently was waiting for a 
train. 

He was placed under arrest and taken back 
to the house. By the time the two policemen 
returned with Dr. Guy a physician, Dr. J. 
F. Rorke, who lives near by, was working 
over Mrs. Guy, who was unconscious but 
yet breathing. 

As he was led into the kitchen Dr. Guy 
looked at his wife and exclaimed: “ My God! 
What has happened?” 

Fairly pushing Dr. Rorke aside, he got 
down on his knees. and wept and carried on 
at a great rate. Then he got up and, turn- 
ing to the servant, shouted: 

“What's the matter? Has somebody 
stabbed her?” 

By this time Dr. Rorke got a chance to 
further examine Mrs. Guy, and he found she 
was dead... .., 

Had Hidden the Revolver. 

The police then began a search of the house 
for the revolver. They found four in various 
parts of the ground floor, but all of them had 
chambers fully loaded and none showed signs 
of having been recently fired. After a further 
search the policemen found a revolver stuffed 
under a quantity of paper in a bureau drawer 
in Mrs. Guy’s bedroom, The chambers were 
empty and the appearance and warmth of the 
weapon showed: that it had been used re- 
cently. 

An examination of Mrs. Guy’s body showed 
that all three shots had taken effect. One, 
presumably the last, had gone through the 
upper part of her heart. 

Dr: Guy was taken to the Far Rockaway 
police station and locked up. He said he 
found his wife on the kitchen floor and that 
that was the first he knew of her being 
wounded. 


TELLS PREACHER TO KEEP

William T. Stead, British Editor, Re- 
bukes Methodist Fervor When Out- 
lining Plan for Hague Conference. 


New York, April 8.—[Special.]—The old 
fashiomed Methodist “‘amen'’’ received an 
emphatic rebuke today in the session of the 
New York conference of the Methodist 
church from William T. Stead, editor of the 
English Review of Reviews. 

Mr. Stead had outlined his plan to have 
The Hague conference at its coming session 
make provision for a reasonable delay, in 
the event of two nations disputing with each 
other, so there might be an opportunity for 
sober second thought and the intervention of 
other friendly powers to avert war. 

From all over the floor of the Forty-eighth 
Street Methodist church in which the con- 
ference wag sitting came the words “ amen,” 
‘“‘amen,”’ “ amen.”’ 

‘As quick asa flash Mr. Stead replied: 

** Nobody cares a d-— for your ‘amens’ 
unless you do something.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Stead’s address 
the Rev. G.‘E. Strobridge moved that the 
conference extend a vote of thanks for his 
address. Before there wag time for the mo- 
tion to be seconded, Mr. Stead jumped to 
his.feet and cried: 

“TI don’t want any vote of thanks. I want 
to know whether you are going to do any- 
thing to help in this work. Don't give me 


any mock thanks and then go away and for- |

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VATICAN ETIQUETTE LAID ASIDE 
IN BIG CITY’S HONOR. 


Archbishop Quigley, Accompanied by 
Twenty-five Students in American 
College at Rome, Received in Pri- 
vate Audience by Piud X.—Express- 
es Gratitude for Large Contribution 
of Peter’s Pence—Praises Church 
Extension Work of Archdiocese. 


(BY CABLE TO THP CHICAGO TRIBUNB, } 

ROME, April 8—The Most Rev. James EB, 
Quigley, archbishop of Chicago, was giver 
@ farewell audience by the pope today. The 
archbishop was accompanied by twenty-five 
Chicago students who are attending the 
American college here. Major Domo Bisleti 
said there were too many students for a pri- 
vate audience and that ag the pope was tired 
he would prefer to come out into the ante- 
chamber and give them his blessing. Arch- 
bishop Quigley therefore entered the audience 
chamber alone. The pope spoke highly of the 
development of his archdiocese, especially of 
the church extenstion movement, which he 
praised. His holiness said that asa sign of 
approbation he intended to send a special 
brief by the archbishop on the generosity the 
Chicagoans had shown in their offerings of 
Peter's pence. 


Receives Chicago Students. 

Finally Archbishop Quigley mentioned the 
students waiting outside. The pope instant- 
ly said: “I want them all in here. I am ac- 
customed to crowds, and not afraid of them, 
especially when they consist of students for 
the priesthood.”’ 

The students were therefore introduced to 
the pope’s private room, being thus granted 
the privilege of a special audience, which is 
unprecedented in vatican etiquette. 

The pope made a speech praising the stu- 
dents, their college, and their rector, who he 
said soon would be with them again. He 
spoke in warm, affectionate terms of Mer. 
Kennedy, saying he was a second father to 
the students. He had improved the college, 
and made it the best in Rome. 


Knows Chicago Is Big. 

Then the pope exhorted the students to 
persevere in their studies and thus become 
a credit to Chicago and América, where there 
is a great future in store forthem. He prom- 
ised to send each student a memento of their 
audience and the visit.of their archbishop. 
He added, smilingly: 

“I am not surprised at your number, for I 
know Chicago is a big town, one of the great- 
est in America.” 

The pope’s allusion to Mgr. Kennedy’s re- 
turn to Rome is interpreted as a sign that 
he is to remain in charge of the American 
college and not be elevated to a bishopric in 
America. 


SEES THE BUDDHIST POPE 
FACE TO FACE IN TIBET. 


German Explorer, Disguised as Native, 
Is Received by the Dalai Lama in 
Hiding. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, April 8.—One by one the world’s 
mysteries are being cleared up. A British 
expedition, having laid bare the secrets of 
the forbidden Tibetan city of Lhassa, and 
Dr. Sven Hedin, having found the Ashi lama, 
who is now head of the Buddhist religion, 
approachable, it remained to discover:what 
had become of the dalai' lama, the world’s 
greatest recluse, who fled from Lhassa to 
the wilds of Tibet as the English approached 
the sacred city. 

Dr. Tafel, a German explorer, now claims 
he has found him in.a Tibetan monastery 
at Combum, near the Chinese frontier, and 
obtained audience of him. 

Dr. Tafel is said to be the first European 
who ever stood face to face with the pope 
of Buddhism. The explorer says the meet- 
ing, Which occurred last January, was 
achieved with the greatest difficulty. He 
doubts whether the dalai lama knew he wae 
a Buropeam His familiarity with the Tibe- 
tan language and customs, gained by many 
years of travel in central Asia, enabled him 
to pass as a native. 

He describes the dalai lama as a small 
man of the genuine Tibetan type. He is 
pock marked and wears a*small mustache. 
He sat upon a square platform three feet 
above the floor. Dr. Tafel’s greetings were 
received without response, but the dalai 
lama condescended to exchange gifts. On 
retiring Dr. Tafel made a deep obelsance, 
which seemed to please his holiness. 

Later Dr. Tafel saw the dalai lama exam- 
ining candidates for admission to the priest- 
hood. Three aspirants squatted on the 
ground, surrounded by numerous squatting 
priests.

MUST TAKE CENSUS FIRST 


Exercise More Power in 
Island’s Affairs. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

HAVANA, April 8.—American control of 
the government of Cuba will continue at 
least until June, 1908. 

Secretary Taft made this declaration to- 
day. After a conference with the liberal and 
conservative politicians, and with men rep- 
resenting the business interests of the island, 
including a large delegation of bankers, he 
issued the following statement: 

“The municipal, and possibly the provin- 
cial, elections will occur after tne taking of a 
census. These elections will be for determin- 
ing the effectiveness of the new electoral 
laws, and the general elections for president, 
vice president, and congressmen will follow. 
It all meang considerable delay. The taking 
of the census will occupy at least four 
months. Then one month will intervene be- 
fore the municipal elections, which will bring 
thefirst elections not earlier than the middle 
of September. The presidential election will 
follow at some indefinite future time, prob- 
ably five or six months, depending on con- 


ditions.”’ 
Settles Cuban Doubts. 

While there has beem little doubt in the 
United States that the administration intend- 
ed to reéstablish the Cuban republic, there 
has been so much agitation here that Sec- 
retary Taft's open declaration of the Amerni- 
can government's intentions is most impor- 
tant. He met the demand for some definite 
program, but he declined to fix dates for the 
elections. He said he would possibly do so 
after returning to Washington. 

The taking of the census was proposed 
by the advisory commission, which consists 
of representatives of all parties, and a num- 
ber of American provisional officials. They 
unanimously agreed to the plan, thinking 
an honest basis for regi tion could not 
be procured otherwise. It had been intended 
to hold the municipal elections in June, but 
Secretary Taft, after consultations today, de- 
cided otherwise. There is no chance that the 
Americans will evacuate the island before 
June, 1908. 

Representatives of the liberal party who 
met Secretary Taft this morning demanded 
the fulfillment of the promises they claim 
he made last fall to remove the moderate 
party governors who had been fraudulently 
elected. This matter Secretary Taft turned 
over to Gov. Magoon. He added that the 
administration was highly satisfied with Gov. 
Magoon’s conduct of Cuban affairs and that 


ever. 
Taft Hears Bankers’ Protest. 

The moderate party leaders were received 
this afternoon. They were followed by the 
bankers. The latter argued against chang- 
ing the Cuban currency from the Spanish to 
the American system, as has been proposed. 
The bankers claim that this would increase 
the cost of living by 12 per cent, and proba- 


bly would result in the ruin of many persons 
interested in sugar, who would be forced to 
pay the same prices in United States cur- 
rency as they now pay with Spanish silver, 
which, with the present prices of sugar, the 
bankers claim, would be disastrous. 

Today was the hottest of the year here, 
but nevertheless Mr. Taft worked continue 
ously.

Charles O. Du Plessis, official handicapper 
of tha Central A. A. U., and one of the 
leading authorities on track and field sports 
in the country, is lying dangerously 1!) at 
his home, 8104 South Park avenue, and his 
demise is expected hourly by the members 
of his family. A complication of aneurism 
of the heart and bronchial trouble is the 
cause of Mr. Du Plessis’ iliness. 

Mr. Du Plessis probably knows personally 
and is known by more athletes than any 
other man in athletic circles. He has been 
official handicapper of the Central A. A. U. 
since 1900 and has officiated as starter in 
every athletic meet of prominence in the 
western states for over eight years. He‘has 
held the position of starter of every western 
intercollegiate conference meet since they 
have been held. 

Mr. Du Plessis was born in Syracuse, N. 
Y., in September, 1853, and in 1871, at the 
age of 18, he began his athletic career as 
athletic director of Northwestern university, 
which positiom he held until 1873, when he 
left the north shore institution to take up 
a similar line of work in the Chicago 
Atheneeum, at which place he staid until 
1881. In 1888 he moved to Minneapolis, where 
he took up the study of medicine in, the Min- 
nesota hospital college, and shortly after 
graduation he was appointed assistant city 
physician of Minneapolis, which office he 
held for one year. 

He then went into business for himself. 
giving private instruction in boxing and 
gymnastics for a number of years. In 1889 
he was appointed dfrector of athietics of 
the Michigan Athletic club of Detroit. He 
held this position for only a year, when he 
returned to Chicago to take a position with 
A. G. Spalding. 

His knowledge of gymnasium work made 
him a valuable man and he probably has 
fitted up more gymnasiums than any other 
man in the cOuntry. Among the more prom- 
inent gymnasiums fitted by him was the Chi- 
cago Athletic club in 1891. In 1892 he was 
trainer for the crack cherry circle athletic 
teams and his wonderful work in this respect 
no doubt was responsible for the excellent 
showing of that team on the memorable east- 
ern trip in 1892. 

Mr. Du Plessis ia considered by nearly every 
one conmected with athletics to be the best 
handicapper in the country. In his records 
he has programe and@ recorde of meets for 
the last twenty years, and he has a record 
of every competing athlete in the middle 
west. His close study to this phase of 
athbetic work has enabled him successfully 
to fill the position of official handicapper 
for seven years, always giving satisfaction 
to yy stare and the leaser lights of the 
track.

Michigan's yearning to cast its athletic for- 
tunes with eastern universities may be ful- 
fille@—but by an unexpected turn of events 
which came to light at the University of Chi- 
cago. It developed that the Midway faculty, 
along with seven other members of the * big 
ntne " assocation, may ask Michigan to with- 
draw fom the conference grouprs 

Prof. Edward Capps, who is a member of 
the board of control at Chicago, was the 
sponsor for the proposal to grant Michigan 
a leave of absence from the western athletic 
world. He held that the recent action of the 
Wolverine board, in allowing the maize and 
blue team to take on more.games than the 
allotted five, with sundry other grants, wae 
unfair to the conference group. : 

‘* Michigan’s action hae broken the rulings 
of the conference group,” he declares. “If 
Michigan cannot or will not abide by the 
laws of the group to which it belongs, it is 
high time it should withdraw. And I think 
Chicago with the other members of the con- 
ference may ask Michigan to withdraw. 

“ As I understand the situation such an in- 
vitation from Chicago and the seven others 
of us would be welcomed by Michigan. I 
feel Michigan does not want to remain inthe 
‘big nine,’ and would be pleased to make a 
graceful exit from the group.”’ 

‘Prof. Capps’ admission cast a new shade 
over the Chicago-Michigan controversy, and 
changed to a great degree the complexion of 
the.situation. It now is felt at the Midway 
that the possibility of a settlement is remote, 
but a report spread about the campus that 
an effort would be made to arbitrate the mat- 
ter on Friday. 

It was declared a conference of the repre- 
sentatives of Michigan and Chicago would 
meet here to talk over the situation and dif- 
ferences and exchange points of view in the 
hope of an immediate settlement. It was 
stated further that such a conference had 
been Under consideration for several weeks 
and awaited only the return of Director 
Stagg, who is due tomorrow. 

Dr. J. E. Raycroft, acting athletic director, 
refused to confirm the report. 

“IT do not know whether a conference will 
be held,” he said. ‘“ All I know is I do not 
know what the outcome of the whole thing 
will be. I hope and believe we will come to 
a definite point this week.”

This Isle of Pines was discovered by Colum- | 
bus in 1494 and wae called by him La Evan- | 


gelista.,; During the fifteenth century it was 
the favorite resort for West Indian pirates, 
Later on it was used by Spain as a penal 
colony, but it wags found that at certain sea- 
sons, with the peculiar conditions of wind and 
tide, the thirty miles of water between it and 
Cuba was so shallow that the convicts could 
and did escape in rafts and small boats, wad- 
ing for @ great part of the distance. 

There is scarcely any doubt of the fact that 
at the beginning, at least, the Isle of Pines 
wes either forgotten or was treated as an 
integral part of the island of Cuba, to the 
government of which, as has been explained, 
it was always attached under Spanish rule. 


Origin of Popular Error. 

Unfortunately during thé early days which 
followed the treaty of peace and long before 
the establishment of an independent govern- 
ment in Cuba Assistant Secretary Meikeljohn 
and Assistant Adj. Gen. John J. Pershing 
wrote some letters in the summer of 1899;-:in 
which the statement was made that the Isle 
of Pines “ was ceded by Spain to the United 
States and is therefore a part of. our terri- 
tory, although it is attachdéd at present to the 
division of Cuba for governmental purposes.” 

Both of these letters were written by sub- 
ordinates, who had no possible authority to 
determine, the, queétion of ownership, but 
their declaration was used at that time and 
since then to. show that the United States 
proposed to keep the island on the ground 
that it did not belong to Cuba and was not 
covered by the Teller resolution. 

As a result of these unfortunate letters by 
subordinates several hundred enterprising 
Americans*found their way to the Isle of 
Pines. Some of them, assuming that the 
United States laws immediately went into 
effect, actually preémpted the land under our 
homestead system, and some of them dre 
said to be now occupying those Jands, al- 
though, of course, the entries wer@ never rec- 
ognized by the general land office nor by any 
one else, 

Somebody conceived the idea that the Isle 
of Pines was a great property. A number of 
companige were organized to purchase large 
estates there, and there are. thousands of 
bona fide stockholders all about Chicago, in 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, and other states 
who were induced to invest in the belief that 
the stars and stripes would not be hauled 
down, although they fully understood that

Methods of high finance, hocus pocus, and 
worse in the juggling of traction securities 
are charged against Edward F. Bryant, 
president of the Pullman Loan and Savings 
bank, in a suit begun yesterday by Amy L. 
Bonney. ‘ 

The complaint filed In the Cireuit court 
charges that Bryant is insolvent and ir- 
responsible, and because of his alleged 
fraudulent conduct is unfitted and incompe- 
tent to administer the trust of fifty persons 
interested in the Chicago General railway 
company. Complaint seeks to have returned 
to her $27,000 of. the stock of the Chicago and 
Midland Transit company, and 700 shares 
of the Chicago General railway, which she 
declares have been reduced to, practically 


nothing through the operations of Bryant | 
She also asks for the ap- |

pointment of a receiver. 


Securities Turned Over to Bryant. 

On March 15, 1904, the complainant says 
she and forty-nine others owned bonds and 
stocks of the Chicago General railway com- 
pany, the West and South Towns Street 
railway company, and the Chicago Midland 
Transit company. Then Bryant, she avers, 
agreed with them that he would act as trustea 
in their behalf, would reorganize the com- 
panies, and consolidate all claims against 
them. into a new first mortgage debt of 
$600,000, and that he would provide the neces- 
sary funds to refund or buy all such debts 
and claims. 

He agreed further, she alleges, that he 
would obtain all the outstanding stock of the 
companies and would distribute it pro rata 
to the holders of the $600,000 of bonds. Asa 
means of accomplishing the reorganization 
and subrogation, the complainant declares, 
Bryant proposed to utilize the articles of in- 
corporation of the Southern Street railway 
company as a holding company. Bryant 
represented, she avers, that the holding.com- 
pany had no outstanding debts and that he 
controlled its entire capital stock. 

Soon after the agreement was entered into. 
she asserts, Bryant caused William C. Wood 
to be elected president of the Southern com- 
pany, Claude R. Egan its treasurer, and 
Hugh L. Benham its secretary. 


Alleges Repudiation and Fraud. 


Complainant avers that on Sept. 1, 1904, 
Bryant fraudulently repudiated his plan of 
reorganization. On Sept. 10, she avers, Bry- 
ant fraudulently issued $90,000 of receivers’ 
certificates, which became a lien on the prop- 
erty superfor to interim receipts given to the 
complainant and others. In fraud of the 
rights of the owners, the complainant as- 
serts, Bryant sold the $90,000 of certificates 
to his confederates at a discount of 10 per 
cent, or e profit of.$9,000 to himself and con- 
federates. 

She declares that on March 15, 1904, Bryant 
unqualifiedly agreed that thecapital stock of 
the Southern company should be sold for 
value and that the proceeds would be em- 
ployed to improve the physical condition of 
the railway. But, she avers, in further re- 
pudiation of the plan of reorganization he 
did not sell the stock for value; but caused 
all the shares,-amounting to $800,000, to be 
issued to his confederates as a bonus.

About the time that Cuba was to be given 
an independent government the Americans 
on thé Isle of Pines became alarmed ag to 
their future. They sent a deputation to 
Washington, an@ their arguments were rein- 
forced by vigorous protests from the Amer. 
ican stockholders of the big land companies, 

Some of these land companies were honest. 
Others undoubtedly were fraudulent. ‘The 
stockholders in both honest dnd fraudulent 
companies, however, had invested their 
money in good faith.- There was no time to 
determine the question. of ownership definite- 
ly, and in addition to that the United States 
wished to have some claim on Cuba to in- 
duce that’republic to give us some coaling 
stations. There was, therefore, introduced 
into the Platt amendment a distinct provi- 
sion that the question of the ownership of the 
Igle of Pines should be left open for future 
decision by the two governments. ° 

In 1904 a treaty was signéed relinquishing 
the title of the Isle of Pines to Cuba. That 
treaty has not yet been ratified by the senate, 
although it was favorably reported upon by 
a majority of the committee on: foreign re- 
lations of the senate. 

It will be seen, therefore, that so far as 
the action of congress is concerned the title, 
to the Isle of Pines is still in abeyance, be- 


‘cause the treaty has not been ratified by the 


senate. It is good evidence as to the dis- 
position of the United States, but !t birfds no 
one. The American residents in the little 
island prevented the ratification of that 
treaty last year. Then came the breakdown 
of the Palma government and the establish- 
of a military protectorate over the island by 
the United States. Of course we could not 
then ratify a treaty with ourselves, and the 
question of ownership of the Isle of Pines 
remained open, although .the island was 
administered as a part of the provisional 
government of Cuba.exactly as it had been 
administered as a part of the republic of 
Cuba. ° 
Decision Is Long Delayed. 
Today's decision by the United States Su- 
preme court was one which was long de- 
layed, because it was hoped that the treaty 
making. power would decide the’ question 
definitely without interference by the tMirts. 
As there seemed no prospect.of a decision 
by means of a formal treaty, the court was 


forced to take actin, and it judicially and , 
- officially determine 


that the island, sep- 
arated from Cuba by thirty miles of shallow 
sea, is none the less a part of Cuba; and is 
entitled to be administered by that govern- 


Justice Fuller declared that the Isle of Pines 
had always under ‘Spanish rule been con- 
sidered to be an integral part, for govern- 
ment purposes, of the island of Cuba, that it 
was afpert of the province of Havana, and 
that it was governed as any other subdivi- 
sion of the colonial government of Cuba. 

In his opinion the chief justice called at- 
tention to the fact that the United States 
government itself had established a claim of 
ownership on the part of Cuba, not so much 
by affirmative as by negative action. This 
country had never attempted in any way to 
assert the right of ownership. On the con- 
trary, all of its officers had recognized the 
Cuban title, not only the present, but the pre- 
ceding administration having admitted from 
the outset that article 2 of the treaty of 
peace with Spain, in speaking of the “ other 
islands under Spanish sovereignty in the 
West Indies,” clearly referred to the group 
of small islands, or reefs surrounding Porto 
Rico, and did not in any way refer to the 
Isle of Pines, which had always: been con- 
sidered a part of Cuba, and which evidently 
was so treated by the peace commissioners 
on both sides. j 

The chief justice, in brief, held that the 
United States had asserted no ownership at 
any time, and, therefore, that the Isle of 
Pines must be t ed ‘as foreign territory, 
and that duties Must continue to.be col- 
lected under our tariff laws on all goods im- 
ported from that island. : 


Two Doubtful Judges. 


Justices White and Holmes concurred in 
the finding regarding the levying of duties, 
but they both held that the determination of 
ownership of:the Isle of Pines was a matter 
clearly within the jurisdiction of congress 
and ought not to be determined by the Su- 
preme court. The decision of the majority of 
the court, however, stands, and the Isle of 
Pines is now officially foreign territory, at- 
tached to the island of Cuba. 

The American residents in the island and 
the stockholders in the land companies will 
be sure to make a vigorous protest, but there 
is now no known means by which either con- 
gress or the president can dispute the de- 
cision by the United States Supreme court.

These notes became due March 20, 1907, 
and she declares that because Bryant pur- 
posely failed to pay them there was a pre- 
tended sale of the twenty collatera] bonds 
at a private sale without notice-to her. Ghe 
avers that Bryant caused them to be pur- 
chased by one of his confederates. 

She declares that while in March, 1904, she 
owned $27,000 of bonds and 700 shares of 
stock, Bryant, through his hocus pocus 
financial operations ‘‘ has reduced her inter- 
ests to his mere written acknowledgment 
that he got her bonds, and his subsequent tn- 
formation that she should have paid two 
notes and that, as she did not, they were lost 
to her. 

She asks the courts that a receiver be ap- 
pointed to administer the property under the 
original agreement of March, 1904. Sheasks 
for an accounting from Bryant.

EXTRAORDINARY ENGINEERING. 

The wonderful engineering feats of 
the present day are making it easy for 
people to think and talk in terms -of 
millions. The needed outlay for rehabili- 
tation of Chicago street car lines, esti- 
mated at $50,000,000 to $75,000,000, 
seems a matter of comparatively siight 
moment when ‘it is*©ompared with such 
expenditures as that the government is 
making in connection with the isthmian 
canal, People in this. city look forward 
to the construction of subways with cool 
calculation, disturbed neither by the en- 
gineering difficulties, tor by the mention 
of the enormous amount of money which 
they certainly will cost. Furthermore, 
these things are so generally taken for 
granted that no one stops to think of the 
wonder of it all. 

A remarkable illustration of engineer 
ing activity is found in the neighborhood 
of New York City, where it is estimated 
| that public and corporate enterprises now 
in progress will represent an ultimate 
outlay of $625,000,000. Three of these 
represent an aggregate outlay each 
more ‘than $100,000,000, the Pennsyl- 
vania tunnels and terminals, the Hudson 
companies’ tunnels, subways, and ter- 
minals, and the new water supply for 
the city. Closely following in point of 
magnitude is the work of the New York 
Central in connection with terminals and 
electrification. Subways, smaller tunnels, 
bridges, and harbor channels combine with 
these others to require the expenditure 
of the large amount of, money mentioned. 

Last year there was work done in con- 
struction of office and factory buildings 
in New York aggregating $40,000,000, an 
amount likely to be exceeded during 1907. 
Contemplating the engineering work 
needed in connection with these great 
enterprises now in progress in New York 
a prominent engineering authority claims 
that the world’s great work in engineer- 
ing is being done on Manhattan island. 
He expresses his belief that the difficul- 
ties to be overcome are far greater than 
any ever experienced in such lines. 

Contrasting these difficulties and enor- 
mous outlays with those of the Panama 
canal, that is shown to be a compara- 
tively small undertaking. The canal of 
lock type is estimated to cost about $140,- 
000,000, or, if built at sea level, $272,- 
000,000. There is no special financial 
risk for any one, the wealth of the na- 
tion being behind it. No individual cour- 
age was required to undertake it. When 
the corporate outlays of railroads are con- 
sidered, when the army of men given em- 
ployment is counted, and the impulse to 
allied industries, such as that of steel, 
is recalled, the magnitude and !mportance 
of these engineering tasks readily ap- 
pear. When it is noted, also, that with 
one exception al] the enterprises are being 
carried .to completion by American con- 
tractors there is justification for the 
claim that this country is now the scene 
of the most extraordinary engineering 
the world ever has seen.

THE PENNSYLVANIA WRECKS. 

Terrorism is not a state peculiar to the 
pealm of the czar. Two or three un- 
known men are creating a condition of 
panic along hundreds of miles of railroad 
track in the United States, and no way 
bas been discovered to prevent their 
wrecking fast trains. Fortunately there 
bas been no great loss of life yet, but 
it is impossible to tell when there will 
be a disaster as great as has ever hap- 
pened in America. 

‘In one respect the situation is pecu- 
liar. No one knows whether the wrecks 
are caused by robbers or by discharged 
employés or by other persons with real 
or fancied grievances. If the latter ig 
the case no one knows what is the na- 
ture of the grievance.

Part of 
the house was already in existence in the 
reign of King Edward III., and the records 
show that his son, Edward the Black Prince, 
as duke of Cornwall, had some trouble with 
Hilliaria de Cotchele, the heiress and owner 
of the castle—trouble which was eventually 


| solved by her marrying at the age of 18 Will- 


iam Edgecombe. Her grandson, Sir Richard 
Edgecombe, a personage of great importance 
in the reign of Richard IIL, built the house 
as it now stands. 

Sir Richard joined the Tudor cause long 
before the battle of Bosworth, and. the 
hunchback king decreed against him the 
same fate—namely: decapitation—as that 
which overtook his associate, the duke of 
Buckingham. Sir Richard fled to his home at 


Cotchele, hotly pursued by a band of King 


Richard's soldiers, under Sir Henry Treno- 
weth. Edgecombe escaped from the mansion 
into the wood, closely pursued, and having 
gained the summit of a rock which emerges 
from the deep thickets above the Tamar fiver 
his cap fell into the water as he was climbing 
down to conceal himself. His pursuers, see- 
ing his cap floating down the river, imagined 
that he had perished, and gave up the pur- 
suit. He afterwards passed into France, re- 
turned to fight by the side of nry VII. at 
the battle of Bosworth, who loaded him with 
honors, and lived to build the chapel at 
Cotchele house, in grateful memory of his 
escape. 
a 

Sir Richard’s son was the builder of Mount 
Edgecombe, but the family always made 
Cotchele house their principal home. The 
rooms at Mount Edgecombe have remained 
almost exactly in the same state as in the 
days of the Tudor sovereigns. The rooms are 
still hung with superb old tapestries, located 
a foot or more from the walls, highly sug- 
gestive of the ease with which a @py or an 
assassin could “ hide behind the arras.”" The 
interior of the great hall is particularly im- 
pressive, with its lofty open timber roof, its 
rugged walie, its ancient tapestry, and its 
generally antique character. Upon the walis 
hang many trophies of the chase, especially 
horns and antlers of the now extinct Irish 
elk, brought from Ireland by Sir Richard 
Edgecombe, who was sent thither by Queen 
Elizabeth as her envoy to the rebel Irish 
leaders. One room, occupled by King Charles 
I., is said to have remained exactly as he left 
it. Another is called Queen Anne's room. 
She was a frequent visitor there, and was the 
first sovereign to bestow a peerage on the 
Edgecombe family, in the person of Richard 
Edgecombe, who was chancellor of her duchy 
of Lancaster. 

Lord Mount Edgecombe, who figures in 
Lord Beaconsfield’s well known novel, “*‘ Lo- 
thair,” in a particularly attractive light, has 
been twice married. His first wife wasa sis- 
ter of Lady Lansdowne and of the duchess 
of Buccleuch. Two years ago he married 
again, his second wife being Caroline, 
countess of Ravensworth. She must not be 
confounded with Emma, countess of Ravens- 
worth, widow of the second. earl of that ilk. 
who created so great a sensation a feW years 
ago by marrying a coachman, a man of the 
name of James William Wadsworth. The 
earldom of Ravensworth, by the bye, is now 
extinct, but the barony is held today by the 
last earl’s cousin, formerly known as Arthur 
Thomas Liddell.

Among the interesting anniversaries to be 
celebrated this year is the centenary of the 
paté de folie gras, for which we are largely 
indebted to the first Napoleon. In fact, there 
are many gourniets who are of the opinion 
that the invention of this particular delicacy 
was the most important event of his reign, 
and the one which more than any other en- 
titles him to a niche in the temple of’ fame. 
It was invented by Doyen, at Strasbourg, or, 
rather, if he did not actually lay the founda- 
tion of the dish he, to quote the expression of 
a gourmet, “ put the soul into the body ’"— 
that is to say, he.so embellished the origina! 
prescription that he may be accepted as the 
father of goose liver pie. It was not, how- 
ever, until the international invasion of 
France which immediately preceded the over- 
throw of Napoleon that the pAté de fole gras 
became known abroad, and its international 
fame may be said to have followed the battle 
of Waterloo. Doyen’s success was not al- 
lowed to go unchallenged, and manufactories 
were set up at Vienna, Toulouse, and Ruffec 
But the business of Doyen still flourishes at 
Strasbourg, having descended from father to 
son, and it is estimated that the industry is 
worth about $1,000,000 annually to the old 
Alsatian capital, the Doyen of his day having 
become a German citizen In 1871 rather than 
leave his ancestral.home and business. 

Having Doyen as one of his subjects, and 
Strasbourg, the natal city of the pAaté de 
folie gras, within\the borders of his empire, it 
is perhaps only right and proper that the 
kaiser should enjoy the reputation among 
gastronomical experts of having om his table 
the finest of patés de foie gras, which are spe- 
cially made for him, not at Strasbourg but in 
his own kitchens, by his French chefs, Dubois 
and Bernard, according to a special recipe 
of the most elaborate description. 


Native Japanese Copper Mining.

Near the center of the beautiful mountain 
island of Shikoku, and standing rather more 
than 4,000 feet above the waters of the In- 
land Sea of Japan, there is a peak of sul- 
phide copper ore which has become a cen- 
ter of industry popularly known through- 
out the island empire as Sumitomo Bese.

To pass from “ Pictures From the Bal- 
kane” to “IN THE FIRB OF THE 
HEART,” by Ralph Waldo Trine (McClure, 
Phillips & Co.), is to come from the contem- 
plation of remote dangers to those at our 
door. 

Mr. Trine’s name has so long been asso- 
clated with metaphysical subjects that it is 
@ surprise to find him writing an arraign- 
ment of the politics, the commerce, and the 
governmental matters of his country, al- 
though his book may be said to be merely an 
emergence into applied metaphysica. 

I have called Mr. Trine’s book an arraign- 
ment, but upon reflection the term proves to 
be inappropriate. He speaks as a member 
of a great and important family, who, see- 
ing it threatened by tendencies and vices 
from within, by treacheries and enmities 
from without, bends all his efforts to sup- 
port it, to reconstruct and purify it. 

He leaves untouched hardly a problem 
which is today disturbing the tranquillity: of 
watchful Americans. 

“A ‘labor trust,’”’ he says, “is just as 
obnoxious to the great common people as is 
a capitalistic trust, and they will stand for 
one no more than they will stand for the 
other.” 
sluggings committed in the name of organ- 
ized labor, he says: “* The methods of the 
brute are used only where brainswre not 
equal to the task it is desired to accomplish.” 

He affirms that our. governmental institu- 
tions as they exist today “ are neither demo- 
cratic nor representative.” “ We must take 
a long step and get back to, or move forward 


to actual representative government,”’ he ~ 


cries. And he protests: “ A great peopleis 
movement is now the only power that will 
gave and redeem the nation.”’ 


And he brings the whole question of nation- 
al greatness back at last to the question of 
opportunity. 

‘‘Free and open educational opportunities 
for all, for the poorest as well as the richest, 
are undoubtedly the best road to a general 
diffusion of intelligence among the people. 
It is possible to have widespread educational 
facilities and still for there to be whole 
armies of children numbering into thousands 
of thousands or into the millions, who, on 
account of carelessness or greed or inca- 
pacity on the part of parents or other causes, 
are deprived until too late of what should be 
the privilege, and more, the right, the sacred 
right, of every child.”’ . 

The book closes with a creed, too long for 
transcription here, but well worth the read- 
ing, which would, if lived up. to, make this 
earth of arid selfishness blossom with count- 


less roses, of mercy, love, and truth.

This letter is being circulated today in Santo 
Domingo for the purpose of increasing the 
sentiment already existing among the people 
against the ratification of the treaty by the 
Dominican congress. This purpose has been 
realized to some extent and is responsible 
for the action of Secretary Root in commu- 
nicating to United States Minister Dawson 4 
statement of the views of this government in 
the hope of overcoming the storm the Hey- 
burn letter has aroused. 

The administration naturally is concerned 
about the fate of this treaty, because it would 
be a serious blow at the dignity of America 
to have it rejected by such an inferior people 
as the Dominicans are, especially in view of 


| the favorable action taken by the American 


senate. 

_ Some time ago representations were made 
to the president urging him to have action 
upon the treaty in Santo Domingo before 
committing its fate to the United States sen- 
ate, but as the island republic had suffered 
the humiliation some thirty-odd years ago of 
having the American senate reject a treaty 
of annexation which it had accepted in ac- 
cordance with all the requirements of its con- 
stitution the president decided the better 
course would be to have the ratification here 
and then insist upon ite approval by the 
Dominican congress.

Letter That Caused Trouble. 

Immediately after congress adjourned 
Thomas E. Dawson, who negotiated the 
treaty and who was in Washington prepar- 
ing to proceed to his new post at Bogota, 
Colombia, was sent back’ to Santo Domingo 
city to aid in securing the ratification of the 
treaty by the congress of the republic. It 
was believed he would have plain sailing. 
But upon his arrival he found that thousands 
of copies of the following letter from United 
States Senator Heyburn were being circu- 
lated ali over the island: 

United States Senate, Feb. 28, 1907.—William L. 
Bass, Washington, D. C.—Dear Sir: Your rather 
vindictive letter of Feb. 26 is received. It was 
evidently written without sufficient information. 
I am in favor of the annexation of Santo Domingo 
and have introduced a résolution in the United 
States senate directed to thatend. I spoke in favor 
of such action during the consideration of the 
treaty. The ban of secrecy was removed from all 
proceedings concerning the treaty, so I am at lib- 
erty to say this. I favored the treaty because it 
was one step toward annexation. I do not con- 


| sider it a commercial proposition in favoring an- 


| nexation. 


I regard the island as a natural and 


, desirable picket post for the United States, lying

Senator’s Letter Resented. 


A copy of this letter was made the subject 
of editorial comment by a New York paper, 
and Secretary Root today cabled the editorial 
in full to Minister Dawson, saying it ex- 
pressed fully and accurately the views of 
the government and the people of the United 
States. Senator Heyburn probably will not 
like the idea of having criticism of his con- 
duct placed upon the official filles-of the state 
department. The editorial ts as follows: 

“ A senator of the United States doubtless 
had a right In the last session of congress 
to desire the annexation of Santo Domingo 
to this country, to say so on the floor of the 
senate, and to introduce a resolution to that 
effect. He had a right to regard the Ameri- 
can treaty with Santo Domingo as.a step 
toward such annexation, to hope that it 
would prove such, and to vote for the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty for that reason. He had 
a right to set forth these extraordinary 
views in a letter to a private citizen who was 
commercially interested in Santo Domingo, 
and the recipient had the right to have that 
letter published and widely circulated 
throughout Santo Domingo for the purpose 
of prejudicing the people of the island 
against the treaty as inimical to their inde- 
pendence, and thus preventing its ratifica- 
tion. Nothing stood in the way of the exer- 
cise of these rights save the considerations 
of patriotism and decorum.

Not the Senate’s Opinion. 
“It would be a melancholy mistake, how- 
ever, for Dominicans to attach any serious 


significance to such @ senatorial pronounce- | 


ment or to regard it as anything more than 
the expression of an individual opinion. It 
certainly does not represent-the views or 
purposes of the United States government. 
It is not the voice of the senate, but of only 
one-ninetieth of that body. Itisnot the voice 
or the thought of the American people, but 
of only one-eighty-milionth part of them. 
There is reason for unhesitating assurance 
that the views of the administration and of 
an overwhelming majority of the senate— 
that is, of the American makers of the treaty 
—are diametrically opposed to those set forth 
in the senatorial letter, and that the treaty 
Was negotiated and ratified by our senate, 
not as a step toward annexation, but as an 
effective precaution againet any occasion for 


subversion or impalrment of Dominican. in- 


dependence. 

“This and all other intrigues against the 
Dominican treaty are really against the best 
interests of Santo Domingo, as well as 
against the national comfort of the United 
States, and it will be well if they are so recog- 
nized in Santo Domingo—as they already are 
in this country.” 

The administration believes ultimately the 
treaty will be ratified.

Thirty-one Western Lines Add $16,- 
000,000 to Yearly Pay of 03,000 
Men as Result of Demands Made by 
Various Branches of Employes— 
Settlement with Stokers Ends Long 
Controversy with Officials of the 
Different Brotherhoods. 


By settling with their firemen yesterday on 
the basis of an 11 per cent advance in wages 
thirty-one western railroads added to their 
annual pay rolls $4,000,000, bringing the total 
increase guaranteed to all employés for the 
ensuing year to more than $16,000,000. The 
nine hour demande of the men were waived. 

The prosperity in which almost 100,000 
men will share never has been equaled, it is 
said, in the history of railroad senvice in 
this country. The figures given represent 
only the organized employéa, comprising one-

OBTAINS EVIDENCE 
OF A CONSPIRACY. 


State Gets New Proof in Pros- 
ecution of Bank of Amer- 
ica Officials. 


NOTE SIGNED BY THREE. 


H. A. Haugan Tells of Paper 
with Names of Smith, Sor- 
row, and Pierce. 


Unconsciousty, and without any premedi- 
tated plan on the part of the prosecution, 
Helge A. Haugan, president of the Stete 
Bank of Chicago, let slip yesterday what 
probably will prove the most valuable bit of 
evidence introduced by the state in the trial 
of indifted offictale of the Bank of America. 

Mr. Haugan wae placed on the siand to tell 
of his experience with a $45,000 mortgage 
Abdner Smith is said to havé taken from the 
Bank of America and deposited with the 
State Bank of Ohicago as security for « 
$15,000 loan, 

“ The loam originally amounted to $25,000,” 
eaié Mr. Haugan. “ Mr. Smith, Mr. Sorrow, 
and Mr. Pierce came to me on Nov. 22, 1905, 
and said they wanted money with which to 
start the Bank of America. They offered 150 
shares of the Bank of America stock ae se- 
curity and signed a joint note for the amount, 

Note Signed by All Three. 

* You say they signed a joint note for $25,- 
0007" asked Assistant State’s Attorney 
Young. 4 

“Yes; the note wae signed by Sorrow, 
Smith, and Pierce.” 

The significance of Mr. Haugan’s testimony 
lieg in the fact that up to that time no mate- 
rial evidence of technicai conepiracy on the 
part of the defendants had been presented by 
the state. The joint signing of this note, it 
is maintained by the prosecution, provides 
the necessary technical proof of conspiracy. 
According to Mr. Haugan's testimony, the 


stock certificates securing the note were 
dated Nov. 22, 1906—ten days before the bank 
opened—while the certificate stubs were 
dated Dec. 2. This, it is maintained, consti- 
tutes a technical falsification of the records. 


Tells of Second Joint Note. 

Mr. Haugan testified also that a second 
joint note was given by.the three defendants 
on Jan. 8, 1906. This note was secured by 
the $45,000 mortgage Judgé Smith “ lifted” 
from the vaults of the Bank of America. 

President Isaac N. Perry of the Federal 
National bank was questioned in regard to 
the alleged “ kiting " of a $40,000 check with 
his assistance on the occasion of the Bank of 
America's applying for a charter. 

George 6. Edmunson, Mr. Perry said, had 
come to him on Dec. 1, 1906, with a power 
of attorney from F. E. Creelman, and asked 
for a $40,000 loan with which to make a@ pay- 
ment on Creelman’s stock subscription, As 
“security “ Mr. Edmunson offered a cash- 
ier’s check on the Bank of America for the 
samé amount. Mr. Perry, according to his 
own testimony, directed a clerk to make 
out the check and accepted the Bank of 
America document. 


Asked to Hold Check. 

“Was any request made in regaré to the 
Bank of America check?” asked Mr. Young. 

“ Yes,” replied the banker. “ Mr. Edmun- 
son asked me to hold the check until Mon- 
day.” 

“Did you know at the time of accepting 
the Bank of America check that there was 
no such bank in existence?’ 

“ N-no—no, I did not. I knew thet such a 
pank was being organized.” 

In cross examining Mr. Perry, Attorney 


Seymour Stedman offered to show that the 


witness communicated with Assistant Cash- 
fer Howe of the Bank of America by tele- 
phone and asked him whether the check was 
good and whether « would be honored on the 
folowing Monday, and thet Howe said it 
would. 

Mr. Edmunson, who negotiated the $40,000 
check, told of his part in the transaction. His 
testimony corroborated the account of the 
* kiting.” 

At the morning session Attorney Clarence 
S. Darrow was cross examined by the defense 
on the testimony given by him on Saturday. 
A reference to the $250,000 check said to have 
been used by Judge Smith as a lure to pros- 
pective stockholders was barred from the 
records, but no other substantial alteration 
in the direct testimony was brought about. 


State May Close Today. 

The state expects to close its case today. 
As the final witness for the prosecution, Joe 
Hipschen, office boy at the Bank of Amer- 
ica, will be placed on the stand. His duties 
on the day of the bank's opening, it is said, 
were to pin flowers on the “ lady visitors.” 
The bill for these flowers, according to em- 
ployés of the bank, was paid by the receiver 
after the failure.

Shrinkage in Amount of Transac- 
tions, Small Changes in Prices, and 
Lack of Supporting Orders Give Ev- 
fdence That Public Has With- 
drawn from the Field—Declines of 
Middle Part of Day Not Fally Re- 
covered Before the Close. 


(BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 

NEW YORK, April .8.—[Special.]—Soon 
after the opening of trading on the stock ex- 
change today it became evident that the 
large supporters had withdrawn from opera- 
tions, leaving the market in the hands of 
professionals. This fact was proven by the 
frequent changes in the quotations and the 
shrinkage in the volume of business. Broker- 
age houses reported small amounts of buy- 
ing orders, and offerings were made on every 
attempt to advance prices. 

The declines during the middle of the ses- 
sion were not fully recovered, and the clos- 
ing tone was heavy. This course of the 
market is taken as the response to a general 
note of warning of the rate and extent to 
which the rebound was running from the re- 
cent depression. 

In the money market situation particular- 
ly, although the reality of the relaxation 
from stringency is not questioned on any 
hand, there is inquiry as to the adequacy of 
the relief to meet all the needs to be faced. 
The terms to railroad corporations for bor- 
rowing large amounts are still onerous, as 
exemplified in the terms of sale of Erie notes 
last week. 

It is to be noted of the recent revival in the 

nd market that, besides the good effect 
of an easiness of the money market, some- 
thing. is due to the demands by banks for 
bonds made avallable to secure government 
deposits under the new ruling of the treas- 
ury department, and also to the movement 
towards reinvestments against the retire- 
ment of all but the $50,000,000 to be refunded 
of the outstanding government 4 per cents 
of 1907. 

The sterling exchange market also, by its 
persistent strength here in spite of the de- 
cline in tnterest rates in London, points to 
the possibilities of unsatisfied money require- 
ments abroad. 

The irregular tone of the bond market 
showed some reactionary tendency from the 
recent uniform strength.
